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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

Claims 1 , 6-8, 1 1 , 20-31 , 45, 53 and 56 are pending. 
Claims 2-5, 9, 10, 12-19, 32-44, 46-52, 54, 55, 57 and 58 have been cancelled. 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1, 6-8, 11, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising ketotifen 
or an analog thereof and a chemotherapeutic drug subject to multi-drug resistance by P- 

gp. 

Group II, claim(s) 20-31, drawn to method of treating cancer by administering ketotifen 
or an analog thereof and a chemotherapeutic drug subject to multi-drug resistance by P- 
9P- 

Group III, claim(s) 45, drawn to method of determining whether cancer should be 
treated with ketotifen or an analog thereof and a chemotherapeutic drug subject to ■ 
multi-drug resistance by P-gp by determining whether P-gp is overexpressed by the cell. 

Group IV, claim(s) 53, drawn to method of determining overexpression of P-gp and 
treating cancer by administering ketotifen or an analog thereof and a chemotherapeutic 
drug subject to multi-drug resistance by P-gp. 

Group V, claim(s) 56, drawn to method for preventing or treating multi-drug resistance in 
an animal or preventing cardiac tissue damage by administering a compound having 
MDR-reversing and cardiac-protective activity. 
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The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the technical feature 
of Groups I, II and IV is the ketotifen or an analog thereof and a chemotherapeutic drug 
subject to multi-drug resistance by P-gp. The technical feature of Group III is a method 
for determining overexpression of P-gp. The technical feature of Group V is a 
compound having MDR-reversing and cardiac-protective activity. The above groups 
have different technical features. They have nothing in common, and therefore, cannot 
have a special technical feature. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).
